The Trident appeared to lose power after 
clearing Heathrow Airport, then glided 
into a meadow and nose dived just before 
hitting the ground. The airliner’s tail 
snapped off and the fuselage plowed into a 
clump of trees. 
Sightseers thronged the scene by the 


hundreds and curious motorists jammed 
nearbv roads, hampering rescue efforts 


A BEA spokesman said the Trident’s fin 
and tail section were ripped off in a 194*8 
ground collision with another aircraft at 
Heathrow 
He 
said 
the Trident 
was 
repaired and given a new government 
certificate of airworthiness the next year 


Villagers from nearby Staines and others 
who tried to help on reaching the scene 
first said they found all passengers and 
crew members dead or dying, most of 
them still strapped tn their seats Bodies 
sprawled 
from 
the 
plane’s 
windows 
Several child passengers moaned 


“ It was a horrible sight,” said cab driver 
John Blunt, who ran to the scene after the 
faltering plane skimmed over his taxi and 
other vehicles on a highway near the 
airport. 


Final effort to get initiatives on ballot

Proponents of 11 far-flung initiatives 
waged a last-ditch blitz around the state 
today to secure enough petition signatures 
by the midnight deadline to qualify the 
ballot 
proposals 
for 
the 
November 
election. 
Supporters 
of 
two 
controversial 
initiatives —one to remove penalties from 
marijuana possession and the other to 
protect 
the coastline —predicted late 
Sunday 
they 
had 
collected 
sufficient 
signatures to qualify. 
But it won’t be known for sure until at 
least June 29. when county clerks must 
report 
how 
many 
of 
the 
initiative 
signatures are valid. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
the 
California 


m arijuana initiative campaign said more 
than 190,000 supplemental signatures would 
be filed 
today to easily qualify the 
initiative. The measure needs at least 
95,000 additional valid signatures. 
“To have accomplished so much with so 
little financial support shows that the little 
people in California feel very strongly 
about reforming the marijuana laws and 
we re overjoyed by this response,” said 
Robert Ashford, state coordinator of the 
initiative drive. 
Janet Adams, head of the California 
Coastal Alliance, said her organization 
expected to turn in a total of about 435,000 
signatures for the coastal initiative. After 
the invalid signatures are discarded, she 
said, the initiative should still have enough 


to barely clear the 325,504 minimum. 
“ If it qualifies, the initiative will win in 
November,” she predicted 
With the active support of Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and his wife, Nancy, backers of an 
initiative to reinstate the death penalty in 
California said they have several hundred 
thousand signatures more than the 520,806 
needed 
for 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendments. 
The 
so-called 
Agricultural 
Labor 
Relations Initiative also is expected to 
qualify easily for the ballot. It would 
prohibit farm product boycotts and require 
secret ballots for organizing elections for 
farm labor unions. 
Two 
other 
initiatives have 
already 
qualified for the November ballot. One 


would restrict the governor’s veto power 
over state employes’ salary increases and 
the other would limit property taxes under 
the Watson initiative, which already has 
been defeated once at the polls. 
Other prominent initiatives still trying to 
qualify for the ballot would : 


—Determine voter sentiment on the 
Vietnam war through use of a plebiscite 
vote.

Although at least 50 per cent of all m arriages suffer from 
a clinically significant degree of sexual disfunction, they 
said, no medical schools had a course on sex until 12 years 
ago.

for the No 2 spot in an interview with the Boston Globe. 
Subsequently Kennedy insisted he had replied only to a 
hypothetical question and had not changed his mind about 
ruling out a candidacy this year. 
He again stressed that interviewers today were creating 
hypothetical situations in asking him whether he might run 
if supporters convinced him hat his presence on the tick et 
might make the difference in the Nov. 7 election 
“ I want to make it emphatic that 
I am not interested in 
serving’’ in either the presidential or vice presidential spot 
on the ticket, he said. 
Kennedy refused to say whether his consideration of a 
possible No 2 spot would be influenced by who the presiden­ 
tial nominee was. 
He said he could support either Sen. George S. McGovern 
or Hubert H. Humphrey, the two top runners, as well a s 
Sen.

The last big meet before the 
Olympic trials, the AAU national 
championships, was held here the 
past weekend. It produced a new 
American 18-foot pole vaulter and 
some other rising young champions 
to challenge the established track 
stars. 
There also were some injuries to 
both American and foreign athletes 
which could alter the Olympic team 
listings. 
Rice 
University 
junior 
Dave 
Roberts hit the bigtime with a pole 
vault 
of 
18-feet 
one-quarter 
inch—making him only the fourth 
man in history to go over that 
height. Later he said several men 
should clear 19 feet during the next 
two years, possibly starting later 
this summer. 
Gred Fredericks of Penn State, 
the meet’s outstanding athlete, set 
an American record in the 10,000 
meters at 28:06.0, whipping distance 
aces 
Frank 
Shorter 
and 
Jack 
Bacheler in the process. 
Other 
new names 
to watch: 
sprinter Robert Taylor, a powerful 
man in the 100 meters; Jerome 
Howe, who ran the fastest 1,500 
meters by an American this year 
(3:38.2); Fred Luke, who tossed the 
javelin farther (277-5) than any U.S. 
athlete this year; and steeplechase 
winner James Dare, who clipped 
about 20 seconds off his previous 
best mark. 
Among the veterans, world record 
high hurdler Rod Milbum had a 66- 
race, 
two-year 
unbeaten 
streak 
snapped in a semifinal heat, then 
came back to easily claim the final 
World record holders Jay Silvester 
in the discus and Randy Matson in 
the shot put each set meet marks, 
with Matson hitting his best distance 
of the year, 69-6 1-2. 
Amie Robinson again won the long 
jump title on his final leap of 26-5 3- 
4 World record holder Lee Evans 
rounded into shape by tying the 
meet mark in the 400 meters at 45.0. 
And American walking star Larry 
Young lapped much of the field in 
winning the 5,000 meter walk in a 
new American record for the rarely 
walked distance. 
Thirty-three-year-old 
Ralph 
Boston, who has won medals in the 
past three Olympics in the long 
jump, finished a distant sixth in the 
AAU meet but still touted himself as 
“ one of the favorites” for the 
Olympics American record holder 
Ken Swensen in the 800 meters faded 
badly and finished far back.

Winzenned and Juris Luzins in the 
800 meters and sprinters Eddie 
Hart, 34-year-old Mel Pender and

The people in the 
gallery groaned, reasonably sure they were about to bear 
w itness to one of the great catastrophes of our tim e 
Jack Nicklaus was botching it all up 
A sudden gust of wind had grabbed his club on the 
backswing and caused him to push his drive over the cliff 
way down onto the beach below. 
"Oh, no," they said "H e’s gonna blow it.” 
By " it,” they m eant the U.S. Open By " it,” they also 
m eant his 13th major golf championship. By " it,” they 
m eant The Grand Slam , otherw ise known as the whole 
works 
Jack Nicklaus can blot the whole world out com pletely 
som etim es. Ask his w ife He also can be an exceptionally 
sensitive man 
Ask his four kids. This tim e it was his 
sensitivity which cam e into play. He knew those around 
him w ere worried. 


He w asn’t, though 
He watched that ball go over-the-hill-and-gone on the 10th 
hole here at Pebble Beach, a course which can quietly 
murder you and then send the body out to sea, and he 
walked over to his caddy, Paul Latzke, and shrugged. 
" I’ll bet a lot of other guys are out there today,” Nicklaus 
said to his caddy, whispering so as not to disturb Lee 
Trevino, his playing partner, preparing to make his own 
shot. 
The point is that while everybody was worrying about 
Jack Nicklaus blowing it, Jack Nicklaus w asn’t worried at 
all. 
Okay, so he’d make a double bogey on the hole. So w hat? 
He still w as two strokes up, and more important, his 
confidence w as still intact. 
Jack Nicklaus with a two stroke lead com es pretty close 
being as strong as the Bank of England Jack Nicklaus with 
a two-stroke lead plus his confidence in good shape can 
m aybe give the Bank of England strokes. 
To get som e idea of what it is to try to beat Nicklaus on 
the golf course, som e idea of what it must feel like even to 
play alongside him, listen to som ebody like Hale Irwin 


Hale Irwin is no humpty him self. He picked up $1,090 
here, he has won m ore than $43,000 so far this year, he 
m ade all-Big Eight tw ice as a quarterback and defensive 
back at the University of Colorado and h e’s no hero 
worshipper whether the subject in question happens to be 
Jack Nicklaus or Joe Namath. 
Listen to what Hale Irwin has to say about Jack Nicklaus: 
"Jack probably is the best player ever to play the gam e. 
He is so much stronger than the average professional on the 
tour, so much longer. He can hit the ball so much farther 
than we can.

No conferences 


President Richard M. Nixon has not held 
a press conference yet this year. It is a 
new 
record 
for 
a 
chief 
executive 
previously held by Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Last week, John Èhrlichman, a top aide 
to the President, indicated a reason for 
Nixon’s lack of meeting the press. He 
claimed that the chief executive feels the 
questions asked at such conferences are 
“ flabby and dumb” and the questions are 
“ too low” to be wasting his time. 
We are not too sure just what a “ flabby' 
question is or one that is “ too low. 
If the 
President would hold a news conference, 
perhaps the public and the press might get 
some clarification or definition. 
Ehrlichman stated that President Nixon 
feels he is communicating well with the 
public 
through 
ch o ice, 
individual 
television “ shows” featuring one news

correspondent. He further states that the 
President’s 
individual 
reports 
to 
the 
people are also extrem ely effective. 
The press disagrees as well as the public 
should # 
The give-and-take press conference has 
produced many a great story that perhaps 
would never have been unearthed if it were 
not for the sharp questioning. The press 
conference gives an insight also into the 
President’s 
knowledge of 
the 
public’s 
concern. Individual conferences may do 
some 
service, 
but 
nowhere 
near 
the 
service of a give-and-take conference with 
all the White House correspondents. 


We

Nixon should face the press on a regular 
basis and refrain from giving such flimsy 
excuses through an emissary.
